Shaw’s Letter to U. S. Biographer 
Brings $2,400 at Collection Sale 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—()—The 
Archibald Henderson collection of let- 
ters, manuscripts and books from the 
pungent pen of George Bernard Shaw; 
brought a total of $7,887 at an auc- 
tion sale today. 

The highest price paid for a single 
iten was $2,400 for a 54-page letter 
in the Irish playwright’s own prim 
hand. Gabrie. Wells, professional 
rare book collector, was the success- 
ful bidder. 
ai letter, written to Professor 

enderson in 1905, is virtually an 
gwutobiography and forms the basis of 
Henderson's first book about Shaw’s 
life and works. Since then the North 
Carvlina mathematics professor has 
published seven volumes on the sub- 


ject. 

Bidding for the 12,500-word letter, 
which required Shaw 14 days to 
write, started at $300 and mounted 
rapidly to $1,100, where it hung for 
a momept. Then, at slight nods of the 
“spony heads, it mounted quickly to 

Only once during the two hours of 
the sale was the monotonous regular- 
ity of the bidding for Shaw’s wit bro- 
ken by a ripple of laughter. That was 
when the auctioneer was heard to 
intone “damn Bernard Shaw and 
his tedious doings and sayings,” and 
a few non-professionals in the audi- 
ence failed to realize he was quot- 
ing from one of Shaw's own letters. 

Other items in the cellection, which 
totaled 204 entries and was described 
by the American Art Association An- 
derson Galleries, where the sale was 
conducted; as the largest in America, 


brought from $8 to $950, the second 
highest price. 

Living in different parts of the 
world, Shaw did not meet his’ bio 
rapher until the first volume was haif 
completed. Upon hearing of what Dr. 
Henderson was doing, Shaw wrote to 
him for a photograph, which was sent. 
Shaw's reply was: 

; Me ae seem to be the man for the 
ob.” 

Later Shaw suggested in one of 
his letters that Dr. Henderson come 
to England, as “it is not desirable 
that the only American now living 
who has not called on me should be 
my biographer.” } 

In offering his collection, Dr. Hen- 
derson said he decided to take Shaw's 
advice to dispose of it now because of 
present “high interest” in Shaviana. 

Among the other higher-priced items 
were the following: Shaw's auto- 
graph manuscript of ‘Table Talk,” 
$950; Shaw’s autograph answers to 
15 4yuestions about playwriting, $400; 
Henderson's “Is Serna Shaw a 
Dramatist?” with numerous marginal 
comments by both Shaw and Hender- 
son, $300; a letter from Shaw to Hen- 
derson in 1904, $270. 

The annotated copy of “Is Ber- 
nard Shaw a Dramatist?’ is the vol- 
ume which Shaw advised Henderson 
to sell “while the boom lasts,” say- 
ing. it would provide “a dowry for 
your daughter.” 

An item described by its purchaser 
as the first manuscript Shaw poem 
ev2r sold, bearing the author's auto- 
graph, was bought by B. J. Beyer, a 
dealer, for $100. 


Virginia Editor Blames Depression 
On ‘Unbridled Competitive System’ 


The south has inherited a strong 
spirit of individualism of which it is 
rightly proud, but, unfortunately, un- 
less this individualism is combined 
with the section’s high-powered indus- 
tries, the result “bids fair to be an- 
other mess like the one we now are 
in,” Stringfellow Barr, editor of the 
Virginia Quarterly Review, said Mon- 
~~ night. 

r. Barr spoke before an audience 
of several hundred Monday night at 
the Y. W. C. A. auditorium on Au- 
burn avenue, as the first lecturer in 
a_series of eight. His subject was 
“The American Scene—1932.” He 
elaborated particularly on the eco- 
nomic situation as _ seen through 
southern eyes. 

In his lecture, Dr, Barr asserted 
that the traditionalist and the go-get- 
ter were warring forces in the south 
the former wishing to retain all the 
individualism inherited from his agri- 
cultural forebears, and the latter de- 
siring to make the south principally 
industrial, A happy medium‘ must be 
reached as the cure, he said. 

The editor thinks that the greatest 
wrong of the present system of indus- 
try is the irresponsibility of the fac- 
tory owners to their employes, He 
contrasted industrialists with the old- 
time planters with their slaves, pro- 
tecting them in Jean years, believing 
in making a living instead of making 
money. The distinct invidualism of the 
typical southerner is felt by all out- 
siders coming to the south and js in- 
explainable, he asserted. Individual- 
ism carried too far is worse than col- 
lectivism, he said. 

Dr, Barr, who is a professor of his- 
tory at the University of Virginia as 
well as being an editor, gave a gen- 
éral picture of the situation in the 
south, with incoming factories which 
were at first wanted, then not want- 
ed, told of the desire of many south- 
erners to remain “with their feet on 
the ground,” and related the “prog- 
ress, if one calls it that’ made dur- 
ing the “wild 1920's.” Dr. D. P. Me- 
Geachy, chairman of the Citizenship 
Lecture Committee, which sponsored 
Dr. Barr’s appearance, presided, A 
forum followed the speech. 

In an interview upon his arrival in 
Atlanta Monday afternoon, the young 
editor said that “until this depression 
came along the south’s industrializa- 
tion had progressed rapidly. And, pre- 


sumably,” he added, “when this de- 


pression has gone away this condition 
of industrial progress will be resumed. 

agree with men like Stuart 
Chase,” he said, “in diagnosing this 
depression as the fruit of an un- 
bridled competitive system, plus high-

powered machinery. Older industrial 
communities like England and New 
England are acutely aware that an 
industrial civilization cannot be con- 
tinued on the basis of the 19th cen- 
tury’s ‘free and open competition,’ ” 

“As a southerner’—Dr. Barr is na- 
tive of Virginia—“I should like to 
see the south insist on responsibility 
in industry,” he continued, “This 
might involve a more liberal attitude 
toward union labor; it might involve 
a more widespread movement of trade 
associations; and it probably will, in 
the long run, involve unemployment 
insurance.”

Employment Situation Is in 
Path of Disarmament, 
Says German. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Jan, 16.— 
(P)—The improbability that the in- 
ternational conference on unemploy- 
ment would approve a convention for 
a 40-hour week increased today when 
French, Polish and Canadian employ- 
ers’ delegations opposed it. 

R. Goldier, Canadian delegate, 
described Canada’s special situation. 
He said manufacturers have been 
using the spread work method to a 
great extent but without maintaining 
the full weekly wage and at a sacri- 
fice to both workers and employers. 

To maintain wages, the Canadian 
said, while reducing hours, would he 
to increase manufacturing cost and 
selling price, and would tend to re- 
duce sales, thus increasing unemploy- 
ment. 

Ernst Lemmer, German workers’ 
delegate, told the confernce that the 
problem of disarmament cannot be 
solved until unemployment has been 
dealt with, . 

“So long as the youth of Europe 
is without work and ready to join 
any militarist organization which can 
provide occupation, the question of 
“in Nepean will not be solved,” he 
said, 


Mills Warns Congress 
To Balance Budget 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(UP)— 
Secretary of Treasury Ogden L. Mills 
tonight warned congress that the fed- 
eral budget must be balanced imme- 
diately. 

“The need is obvious,” he said in a 
speech here, ‘“‘There is no excuse for 
further delay.” 

Mills declared it would be “extreme- 
ly difficult” to balance the budget 
without adoption by congress of a gen- 
eral manufacturers’ excise tax. 

“No matter how good its credit,” 
the secretarv said, “no government can 
afford to go on living beyond its 
means year after year. It is demoral- 
izing.” 


MUSSOLINI, STALIN 


LAUDED FOR IDEAS 
BY LLOYD GEORGE 


LONDON, Jan, 16.—(UP)—Mus- 
solini and Stalin are the only men 
who grasp what is occurring today in 
a world “whirling toward catastro- 
rhe,” but unfortunately the leaders of 
the Italian and Russian governments 
“have insufficient resources,’ David 
Lloyd George said today on the eve of 
his 70th birthday. 

The fiery Welshman discussed past 
events, present problems and his own 
political future with a special corre- 
spondent of the New-Chronicle at 
Criccieth, a Welsh watering place. 

Lloyd George had no praise for the 
present national government of Great 
sritain, which he said was bluffed by 

remier Bennett of Canada, defied 
‘by Japan, and bullied by the United 
States. 

“The United States government was 
moribund, like a wasp when the sum- 
mer has passed, with just one ating 
left in its tail,” Lloyd George said. 
“And the government ‘stung us badly, 
to the extent of 30,000,000 pounds.”

DES MOINES, Jan. 16.—(4)—Re- 
ceivers for 348 closed Iowa banks to- 
day had orders from L. A. Andrews, 
state superintendent of banking, not 
to nold any more farm real estate or 
chattel mortgage foreclosure sales un- 
til prices were higher. 

In making the announcement, An- 
drew said that he hoped the. state 
would establish‘a precedent for other 
moregage-holding agencies. 

He said it would be impossible for 
him to estimate the amount of col- 
lectible paper held by the receivers 
for the closed banks.

Sponsored by the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, a measure will be in- 
troduced in the house of representa- 
tives today providing that all drivers 


of motor vehicles shall first obtain 
licenses before operating such vebicles 
on state highways of Georgia. The 
bill will be introduced in the lower 
house after a conference between mem- 
bers of the legislative committee of 
the Jaycees, of which W. A. Ward 
Jr., is chairman, and members of the 
general assembly. 

As prepared for introduction, the 
measure not only will provide that 
all automobile and truck drivers first 
shall obtain licenses, but will contain 
provisions for revocation of such 
drivers’ licenses in certain cases; the 
denial of issuance in certain instances 
of disqualification for pbysical or 
other purposes; and a demerit system 
whereby licenses gradually may be 
suspended or revoked. 

The measure, which has been the 
aim of the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce for more than a year, likewise 
will provide for punishment for vio- 
lation of’ the provisions of the act 
and for the creation of the office of 
a motor vehicle operators’ and chauf- 
feurs’ licenses department. 

Among the provisions of the meas- 
ure to be sponsored by the Jaycee 
measure are those which assert that: 

“An operator's license shall not be 
issued to any person under the age of 
15 years, and no chauffeur’s license 
shall be issued to any person under 
the age of 18 years. In the event a 
chauffeur is engaged in the operation 
of a school bus or is driving a motor 
vehicle emplored as a public passen- 
ger-carrying vehicle, said chauffeur 
must qualify under Section 6 of this 
act. 

“The department shall not issue an 
operators or chauffeurs license to 
any person whose license, either us 
operator or chauffeur, has been sua- 
ended; nor to any person whose 
iieaas. either as operator or chauf- 
feur, has heen revoked under the pro- 
visions of this act until the expira- 
tion of one year after such license 
was revoked. 

“The department shall not issue an 
operator's or chauffeur’s license to 
any person who it has determined is 
an habitual drunkard or addicted to 
the use of narcotic drugs. 

“No operator's or chauffeur’s li- 
cense' shall be issued to any applicant 
who has previously been adjudged in- 
sane or an idiot, imbecile, epileptic or 
feeble-minded, and who has not at the 
time of such application been restored 
to competency by judicial decree or re- 
Jeased from a hospital for the insane 
or feeble-minded upon a certificate of 
the superintendent that such person is 
competent, nor then unless the depart- 
ment is satisfied that such person is 
competent to operate a motor vehicle 
with safety to persons -and prop- 
Rs

department “shall examiné the appli- 
eant as to his physical and mental 
qualifications to operate a motor ve- 
hicle in such manner as not to jeopar- 
dize the safety of persons or property 
and as to whether any facts exist

A resolution calling upon congress 
to establish a new system of currency 
under its constitutional powers in an 
effort to remedy economic conditions 
has been drawn by Senator John M. 
Hutcheson, of Lafayette, 40th district, 
and J. Ira Harrelson, Atlanta attor- 
ney, for introduction in the senate to- 
day. The resolution declares that .“‘it 
ls apparent that the prophecies of 
such philosophers and statesmen as 
Andrew Jackson, William Jennings 
Bryan and others have proved to be 
true” and that “the gold standard has 
enriched the few and _ impoverished 
many.” The resolution says that “in 
order that prosperity may be restored 
almost overnight, and the progress of 
our nation may continue, . . .” Con- 
gress is petitioned to increase the 
amount of currency by $50,000,000,- 


000, and to issue a new dollar certi- 
ficate, without a metalic basis, for 
each dollar in gold and currency out- 
standing. Under the proposal in reso- 
lution, the issue of new currency 
would constitute a perpetual lien, su- 
perior to all others. upon all: property 
of any nature w in existence or 
that may hereaffer come into exist- 
ence in the United States; the cur- 
rency lien would be adopted in lieu 
of the gold standard. 


Ante rooms of the house of repre- 
sentatives Monday were quiet for the 
first time during the session. Acting 
under orders from Speaker Ed Rivers, 
the doorkeepers closed the corridor 
doors to the ante rooms and barred 
everyone except legislators and others 
who have been given privileges of the 
floor.

Asserting it was a mistake to think 
that all the kulaks (independent 
peasants) had been eliminated, he de- 
clared that instead of fighting openly 
now they were entering’ collectives 
clandestinely. where they carry on 
sabotage while holding responsible po- 
sitions, and he called for “increased 
revolutionary vigilance against class

Robinson sat down when Cutting 
and Norris suggested that the debate 
continue until a vote is reached to- 
night. 
“We have the votes to override this 
veto now,” Robinson asserted. “We 
have had them ever since the veto 
arrived.” 

Administration supporters echoed 
this statement, although some sena- 
tors disputed this. A two-thirds vote 
is necessary to pass the measure over 
the yeto. Senate action would enact 
the measure, as the house last week 
passed it over the veto, 274 to 94. 

However, the Philippine legislature

beat the Suzanne Lenglen of 1924 or 
1925. Anyone who vould answer this 
could tell how Dempsey and Sullivan 
would have made out. 

Mrs. Moody plays a large part o 
her tennis today against male oppo- 
nents gho can force her game to the 
limit. § 

“I expect to play in championsbips 
for several years,’ she says. “Why 
not? I know of no greater fun.’ At 
the age of 27 she should have five or 
six years left around the heights. 
Possibly longer. 

Any athlete who pays as much at- 
tention as sae does to the physical 
and mental necessities of ‘ompetitive 
play can extend the championship 
playing time through more than a few 
seasons. 

Mrs Helen Wills Moodg may easily 
be the women’s tennis *hampion of 
the United States in 1940.

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TALMADGE LAUDS 
FORECLOSURE BAN 


Thinks Plan Is “Great.” 
Legislators Cast Doubt 
On Constitutionality. 


Governor Eugene Talmadge Monday 
warmly praised the plan of Hugh 
Hlowell, chairman of the democratic 
state executive committee, for a two- 
‘year suspension of foreclosures on 
mertgages on farms and homes and 
for elimination of the so-called ‘‘de- 
‘ficiency judgment.” 

“I do not know whether it can be 
done, but if it can it is a great plan 
and should be put through,” the gov- 
ernor said after study of the proposal, 


which was made to him, to the speak- | 


er of the house, the president of the 
senate and to the legislature itself by 
Chairman Howell. 

“I know the people of Georgia are 
in desperate straits, both in the cities 
and in the country,” the governor's 
comment continued. “Their property 
was mortgaged several years back and 
‘at that time the value of the dollar 

was different from what it is today. 
It is more difficult to meet mortgages 
now than when they were made.” 

The governor said that property 

was being sold on a depressed mar- 
ket, adding that “some persons are 
taking advantage of the situation to 
get property at distressed prices.” 
' Members of the legislature received 
their letters from Mr. Howell Mon- 
day. Like the governor a vast ma- 
jority of them appeared to be in sym- 
pathy with the plan, though they were. 
doubtful if it could be accomplished | 
‘legally. 

Orville A. Park, representative from | 
‘Bibb county and widely known as a’ 
constitutional lawyer, asserted that | 
the law carrying out Mr. Howell's | 
plan would not be worth the paper it) 
‘Was written on. 

“The supreme court of our state al- 
ready has held an almost identical | 
plan unconstitutional,” Judge Park 
said.

MANILA, P.'I., Jan. 16.—(P}— 
Police in uniform, and civilians in va- 
ried attire, spent much of Sunday 
crawling on hands. and knees along a 
roadside 20 miles from here. Rain 
pelted their backs. 

‘hey were not as foolish as they 
may have looked. They sought dia- 
monds, allegedly scattered there by a 
jeweler who, police. said, broadcast 
thousands of gems after he weakened 
in a suicide plan and instead de- 
termined to arrange a _ kidnaping-rob- 
bery hoax. The jeweler was one of 
the searchers. 

With the diamond field apparently 
exhausted, police prepared to bring 
criminal charges against the jeweler, 
Kmmannuel Strauss. Authorities said 
he would be charged with the shortage 
of $57,361 in his accounts with the 
jewelry firm for which he worked. 


The Sunday search yielded 482 dia- 
monds brining the total recovered to 
6.326 which jewelers vatued at be- 
tween. $35,000 and $40,000. Officials 
believed most of the stones were re- 
covered. 

While the ground searckers were 
busy, others sifted two truckloads of 
soil from the roadside, but with lite - 
tle success. 

Police said Strauss scattered the 
diamonds and then reported he had 
been kidnaped and robbed, later con- 
fessing his plans for suicide. Filing 
of charges against him was delayed 
so he might help retrieve the stones, 

During the weeks in whieh the dia- 
monds lay strewn beside the road 
scores of travelers passed unaware 
that beside their route a fortune in 
sparkling jewels shimmered in the 


sun.
